Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is to Ainsbury (US Patent No. 6,078,924). Ainsbury teaches an 
information platform that automates the collection of data, organizing a library of information 
and provides analysis using multiple content-types, thereby providing user with a market 
understanding necessary to execute rapid and knowledgeable decision-making. However, 
Ainsbury fails to teach evaluating alert conditions at time of data collection, wherein alert and 
threshold conditions are set up to evaluate pre-defined conditions of incoming data and data that 
is displayed to a user and are independent of any action that is taken when a condition is met 
taken in combination with a method for collecting data for analysis from plural sources as recited 
in independent claim 1. 

The closest prior art is to Ainsbury (US Patent No. 6,078,924). Ainsbury teaches an 
information platform that automates the collection of data, organizing a library of information 
and provides analysis using multiple content-types, thereby providing user with a market 
understanding necessary to execute rapid and knowledgeable decision-making. However, 
Ainsbury fails to teach evaluate alert conditions at time of data collection, wherein alert and 
threshold conditions are set up to evaluate pre-defined conditions of incoming data and data that 
is displayed to a user and are independent of any action that is taken when a condition is met 
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taken in combination with a system for collecting data for analysis from plural sources as recited 
in independent claim 4. 

The closest prior art is to Ainsbury (US Patent No. 6,078,924). Ainsbury teaches an 
information platform that automates the collection of data, organizing a library of information 
and provides analysis using multiple content-types, thereby providing user with a market 
understanding necessary to execute rapid and knowledgeable decision-making. However, 
Ainsbury fails to teach evaluating alert conditions at time of data collection, wherein alert and 
threshold conditions are set up to evaluate pre-defined conditions of incoming data and data that 
is displayed to a user and are independent of any action that is taken when a condition is met 
taken in combination with a computer-executable process steps in a computer readable memory 
for collecting data for analysis from plural sources as recited in independent claim 20.

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c. Becker (Wo9855954) discloses a data collection de3vice for collection data from 
different sources. 

d. Yen (Wo9828698) discloses a method for receiving incoming data from multiple 
independent sources. 

e. Kapsambelis (Strategies for implementing enterprise-wide data collection 
systems) discloses a complete data collection system. 

f. Trithart (The environment: the data, information, the debate) discloses the concept 
of collecting environmental data for analysis.
